It is unfortunate tliat right at the present time Cpl. Nemeth and 
Mist Bailey are ill. Cp*. Nemeth hoc a venertmr disease (of the more serious 
type), i.hich will keep iihi hospita.il; eu for ten days after nnich he may return 
tc work, according to the ACC uiedicel Officer. Two weeae ego Bias Bailey be- 
came ill with some sort uf an intentiiie; infection &iid bhe is ju.,t mo abit to 
be out uf bed. Several years ago she rua colitis end hex* present illness set me 
to be t recui fence of that disease. I have- talked with the Medical Officer about 
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her and he seems to think she will regain her health to the point of being 
able to work in about a week but, thereafter, she should take care of her- 
self by strict diet. 

Upon receipt of the signal fror. X-k in Bari asking that we return 
either Nemeth or Miss Bailey, I tallied with Lt. Thames to asm which person 
he could spare with the least trouble. He stetea tliat Mite Bailey could 
be spared better than Cpi. Neneth and it was on the strength of his state- 
ment that we reported Miss Bailey would depart as soon as possible. Con- 
sidering her illness I am inclined to believe if is a little better that 
she be the one to go whether or not she can be best spared. She likes it 
here and was quite disturbed when I fold her that she was scheauxed to 
leave. Considering that she will not return to work until around the 
twenty-sixth, at which tine I will ask for departure clearance, it seems 
.quite improbable that she will get away before some time between the fifth 
and sixth of May. The ACC ban asked that I not seem clearance until the 
person named is actually ready to go and, because of her illness, I am re- 
luctant to urge that she undertake the trip by plane until ten days or so 
after she is released by her physician. 

I gained the impression from a recent signal that Major Hostler is 
not yet in Italy although expected momentarily ana -that he rill be able to 
depart for Rumania when Russian clearance is obtained. Although there is 
no reason to believe he will not be cleared, tne fact remains that no 
clearances whatever ere coming through at the moment and General Schuyler 
expressed himself to me this week as being very ueasimif tic ever the pos- 
sibility of getting clearances on aix whose names have been submitted to 
the Russians. I told him that .1 was particular.! y anxious to get Major’ 
Hostler in and he said he believed thuu eventually the Russians wound clear 
him. AH we can do is wait and press our esse with the Russians as much as 
possible. 




If Major Hostler is not cleared and Lt. Thames must remain indef- 
initely as the Acting Chief, it may be expected that X-k'a performance will 
suffer, at least from a volume standpoint. There is no help for this situ- 
ation, however, and the worx will be carried on in the best possible manner 
consistent with the personnel available to do it. 

In a conversation with Major Bishop recently, I was soliciting 
additional information from him about certain receipts for expenditures. 

This query r evoked a question froni him as to whether or not I was opening the 
sealed envelopes which he submitted with his vouchers. I told him that since 
I was approving the payment of the vouchers, I thought it wut my privilege to 
look ef the receipts, that after inspection the envelopes were re-seeled, and 
thereafter were securely held. He of f err e a ao serious objection beyond com- 
menting that in Turkey the receipts had not been available for inspection to 
those approving the vouchers and that he thought it vrae generally the policy 
thet receipts and other items which might identify agents should not be made 
available until after the war. I referred to the fact that before leaving 
Cuserta for Bucharest the X-k chief at Regimental Heudouartera had informed 
me that the X-k Branch in Bucharest was wider my command and that I might • 
take whatever action might seem necessary from an administrative standpoint.’ 
I further told Major Bishop that if he wanted to pass along to Regimental 
Headquarters an objection to the fact that I was looking at the receipts 
covering expenditures, he might do so and that I thereafter would be guided, 

by any further instructions on the matter. I am presently in the process of 
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
